The sum you pay annually for wearing apparel 
is determined by a number of factors. Of these 
factors, water is one of the most important. 


If soft water is employed in the washing of 


your things they will wear much longer than 
will be so if hard water is used. It is for this 
reason that we employ soft water when we do 
your family washing. 


Most water is hard. The hardness of this 


average water is about ten degrees. 


If soap is added to this hard water, a scum is 


formed. 
It is this scum, usually, and not soil 


from the body, which makes that familiar "ring" 
that forms in the bathtub. 


When clothes are washed in this hard' water, 


this scum fills the pores in the weave and gives 
to fabrics a gray hue. To remove this grayness, 
the laundress must use a 
very large quantity of soda. 
Also, she must rub harder 
than is good for the clothes

wear arc increased. 


But if this hard water is filtered in a special 


way- -a way that was invented by Dr. Robert
